In the absence of Sierra Madre’s unit of the California Nation¬ 
al Guard, now on war duty, the responsibility for this military 
protection has been turned over to Sierra Madre’s unit of the 
California Defense and Security Corps. The great majority of men 
in the corps have had previous experience in some branch of 
the armed services.

Urges Citizens Act 
On‘Death Corner’ 


The final chapter in the history of Pacific Electric streetcars 
to Sierra Madre was added Tuesday afternoon when PE officials 
presented a check for $11,035 to the city to cover the cost of 
ripping up the rails. 

At the same time, the deed of the PE Depot was officially 

turned over to the city. 

In a brief ceremony at the 
station, T. L. Wagenbach, PE 
general manager, handed the 
check to Councilman Noren 
Eaton, representing the city. 

The ceremony made official 
an agreement of several 
months ago whereby PE agreed 
to relinquish all title claims to 
the rail facilities and station 
property within the city limits 
and pay Sierra Madre the sum 
of $11,035. 

In addition, PE will remove 
all wires, poles, and overhead 
appurtenances within the city. 
Mr. Wagenbach said this phase 
of the work is scheduled to be¬ 
gin immediately. 

The City Council had voted 
to contract for the actual re¬ 
moval of the rails itself, if and 
when the proposed reconstruc¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre boulevard 
is undertaken. 

It is understood that, with 
the rail removal details ironed 
out, work on Baldwin and Si¬ 
erra Madre boulevard can now 
begin. 

The last daily franchise rail 
trip to Sierra Madre was made 
Thursday, Dec. 28, and work¬ 
men started tearing out the 
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William D. Cahill this week called upon residents and civic 
organizations to petition the state for a traffic signal at the 
“death corner”—Foothill boulevard and Baldwin.

8. Ignore gossip and shun 
gossip-spreaders. 

9. Follow civil defense news 
in the newspapers and on the 
radio. 


Tentative Map Approved 


One of the largest subdivis¬ 
ions in Sierra Madre’s history 
was given tentative approval 
by the Planning Commission 
last Thursday night. 

Twenty-two lots are proposed 
for the C. and M. Homes sub¬ 
division (Tract 15014) which 
had been a controversial item 
on the planners’ agenda for 
several months. It is located 
between Orange Grove and 
Lowell. 

The tentative map of the 
subdivision was accepted, on 


motion of Planner William 
Bowers, subject to several con¬ 
ditions. All lots are to be at 
least 90 feet wide across the 
front line and be at least 15,- 
000 square feet in area. 

The “conditions” included the 
following street improvements: 
grading, curbs, pavement, 
water system, street signs, and 
public utilities—all subject to 
the approval of City Engineer 
L. Frederick Pack. Sidewalks 
will not be required. 


Planners ruled that the south 
end of Mountain Trail should 
be aligned with San Carlos Rd. 
They also stipulated that an 
easement be granted the city 
for street and highway pur¬ 
poses and for public utilities. 
The easement will be 60 feet 
wide and run west from Moun¬ 
tain Trail to correspond to 
Bonita. 

Overhead utilities will be lo¬ 
cated at the rear of lots, the 
commission said.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE AMENDING 
SECTION 6 OF ORDINANCE

6. Public parks, play¬ 
grounds and recreation cen¬ 
ters, including all neces¬ 
sary facilities thereof; 

7. Nurseries, green-houses,

SECTION 1. The office of Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer of the City 
of Sierra Madre is hereby cre¬ 
ated and established. The Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer shall be 
appointed by and shall serve 
directly under the supervision 
and control of the City Council, 
and shall hold office at and 
during the pleasure of the 
City Council. The Administra¬ 
tive Officer need not be a resi¬ 
dent of the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre at the time of his ap¬ 
pointment. 

SECTION 2. The Administra¬ 
tive Officer under the direction 
and control of the City Coun¬ 
cil, shall be the administrative 
head of the City government. 
He shall be responsible for the 
efficient administration of all 
the affairs of the City which 
are under his control. The pow¬ 
ers and duties of the Admin¬ 
istrative Officer are hereby de¬ 
fined as follows: 

A. To execute on behalf of 
the City Council its adminis¬ 
trative supervision and control 
of such affairs of the City as 
may be placed in his charge. 

B. To attend all meetings of 
the City Council, unless excus¬ 
ed therefrom, with the duty of 
reporting on or discussing any 
matter concerning the affairs of 


which may be required for any 
of such departments, divisions 
or services. 

II. To recommend, develop, 
and organize necessary public 
improvement projects and pro¬ 
grams and to aid and assist 
the City Council and the vari¬ 
ous departments in carrying 
the same through to successful 
conclusion. 

I. To serve as public relations 
officer of the City government 
and to follow through and en¬ 
deavor to adjust all just com¬ 
plaints filed against any em¬ 
ployee, department, division or 
service thereof. 

J. To cooperate, within law¬ 
ful limits, with all community 
organizations whose aim and 
purpose it is to advance the 
moral and material interests of 
the City and its people, and to 
provide them within lawful 
limits, with assistance through 
the City government. 

K. To compile and keep up 
to date a complete inventory of 
all property, real and personal, 
owned by the City and to rec¬ 
ommend to the City Council 
the purchase of new machin¬ 
ery, equipment and supplies 
whenever in his judgment the 
same can be obtained at the 
best advantage, taking into 
consideration trade-in value of 
machinery and equipment in 
use. 

L. To receive and route all 
mail addressed to the City 
Council or the City of Sierra 
Madre and to give immediate 
attention thereto to the end that 
all administrative business re¬ 
ferred to in said communica¬ 
tions, not necessarily requiring 


housing of domestic ani¬ 
mals; when placed upon 
the same lot or parcel of 
land, and not used or op¬ 
erated commercially; 

3. Home occupations, in¬ 
cluding any vocation or 
trade when carried on 
within the dwelling; pro¬ 
vided not more than twen¬ 
ty-five per cent (25%) of 
the ground floor of the 
dwelling is so occupied; 
only electrically operated 
motors, not in excess of one 
(1) horsepower or a total 
horsepower in any one 
building not exceeding 
three (3) horsepower; no 
merchandise or articles are 
displayed for advertising 
purposes; no articles or 
materials pertaining to 
such home occupation are 
stored other than in the 
dwelling, and provided no 
assistants are employed; 

4. Professional offices such 
as that of a physician, sur¬ 
geon, dentist, lawyer, mu¬ 
sic teacher, art teacher, or 
photographer, when situat¬ 
ed within the dwelling; 
provided not more than 
twenty-five per cent (25%) 
of the ground floor area of 
such dwelling is so occu¬ 
pied ; and provided no 
nameplate or sign be dis¬ 
played upon the premises 
other than one uniighted 
sign not exceeding one (1) 
square foot in area, con¬ 
taining the name of the 
profession and the occu¬ 
pant of the premises; 

5. One unlighted sign not 
to exceed six (6) squqare 
feet, located not less than 
(10) feet from any prop¬ 
erty line of the lot upon 
which the sign is placed, 
and pertaining only to the 
rental, lease, or sale of 
building or property upon 
which such sign is located; 
no other advertising sign 
or advertising device of any 
character shall be permit¬

ORDINANCE NO. 509 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE, CALIFOR¬ 
NIA, CREATING THE POSI¬ 
TION OF ADMINISTRATIVE 
OFFICER FOR SAID CITY, 
PRESCRIBING THE DUTIES 
THEREOF AND DEFINING 
THE POWERS INCIDENT TO 
SAID POSITION. 

WHEREAS, it appears that 
the administrative affairs of 
the municipal government for 
which the City Council is re¬ 
sponsible might be handled 
more expeditiously and with 
better results through an of¬ 
ficer acting on its behalf whose 
duty it would be to attend to 
such administrative affairs be¬ 
tween meetings of the City 
Council, correlate and coordi¬ 
nate various municipal activ¬ 
ities, compile data, prepare re- 


the departments, services or 
activities under his supervision, 
upon which in his judgment 
the City Council should be in¬ 
formed. 

C. To assist the City Council 
in coordinating the administra¬ 
tive functions and operations 
of the various departments, di¬ 
visions and services of the City 
government, and on its behalf 
to carry out the policies, rules 
and regulations and ordinances 
adopted by i,t, relating to the 
administration of the affairs of 
such departments, divisions or 
services. 

D. To analyze the functions, 
duties and activities of the va¬ 
rious departments, divisions 
and services of the City gov¬ 
ernment and of all employees 
thereof and to make such rec- 
ommen d a t i o n s to the City 
Council with reference thereto 
as in his judgment will result 
in the highest degree of effi¬ 
ciency in the over-all operation 
of the City government. 

E. To cause to be prepared 
and submitted to him by each 
department, division or service 
of the City government, item¬ 
ized annual estimates of in¬ 
come and expenditures requir¬ 
ed by any of them for capital 
outlay, salaries, wages and 
miscellaneous operating costs; 
to tabulate the same into a 
preliminary consolidated muni¬ 
cipal budget and submit the 
same to the City Council be¬ 
fore the 15th of May of each 
year with his recommendations 
as to such changes which he 
deems advisable. 

F. To be responsible for the 
administration of the budget 
after its final adoption and to 
keep the City Council informed 
with respect thereto. 

C. As a g e n t for the City 
Council to recommend for ap¬ 
proval and to supervise and 
coordinate the expenditures of 
all departments, divisions or 
services of the City government 
and to act as purchasing agent 
for the purchase of all sup¬ 
plies, goods, wares, merchan¬ 
dise, equipment and material 


Councilmamc action, may be 
disposed of between Council 
meetings: Provided that all ac¬ 
tions taken pursuant to such 
communications shall be re¬ 
ported to the City Council at 
its next regular meeting there¬ 
after. 

M. To exercise genera] super¬ 
vision over ail public build¬ 
ings, public parks, public 
streets and other public prop¬ 
erty which is under the control 
and jurisdiction of the City 
Council. 

N. To devote his entire time 
to the duties and interests of 
the City. 

O. To recommend to the City 
Council the appointment or em¬ 
ployment of all appointive of¬ 
ficers and employees of said 
City, except the Chief of Po¬ 
lice and members of the Po¬ 
lice Department, the Chief of 
the Fire Department, the City 
Judge and the City Attorney. 
To recommend to the City Coun¬ 
cil the dismissal or discharge 
of any such officer or employee, 
to suspend such officer or em¬ 
ployee without pay for a per¬ 
iod not exceeding three weeks 
and to make any necessary, tem¬ 
porary appointment to fill the 
vacancy created by such sus¬ 
pension pending action by the 
City Council upon the recom¬ 
mendation for dismissal or dis¬ 
charge. 

P. To perform such other 
duties and exercise such other 
powers pertaining to his posi¬ 
tion as the City Council may, 
from time to time, reasonably 
require.

orders to any of the subordi¬ 
nates of the Administrative Of¬ 
ficer, or to the Administrative 
Officer except when the City 
Council is legally in session. 

SECTION 6. It shall be the 
duty of all appointive officers 
of the City, including the Chief 
of Police and Chief of the Fire 
Department, to cooperate with 
and assist the Administrative 
Officer in administering the af¬ 
fairs of the City most effici¬ 
ently, economically and har¬ 
moniously so far as may be 
consistent with their duties as 
prescribed by law and the or¬ 
dinances of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

SECTION 7. The compensa¬ 
tion to be paid to the Admin¬ 
istrative Officer shall be fix¬ 
ed and determined from time 
to time by resolution of the 
City Council, which compensa¬ 
tion shall be in full satisfac¬ 
tion and payment of all ser¬ 
vices performed and rendered 
by the Administrative Officer. 
The Administrative Officer 
shall also be reimbursed for 
and shall be allowed traveling, 
hotel and incidental expenses 
reasonably incurred when ab¬ 
sent from the City on official 
City Business, but no such re- 
imb ursement or allowance 
shall be made except upon an 
itemized claim duly presented 
to and approved and allowed 
by the City Council. Any such 
absence shall be subject to the 
approval in advance by the 
City Council. 

SECTION 8. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the passage of 
this Ordinance and shall cause 
the same to be published once 
in the Sierra Madre News, a 
newspaper of general circula¬ 
tion, published and circulated 
in the City of Sierra Madre, and 
thirty (30) days from and after 
the final passage thereof said 
Ordinance shall take effect and 
be in force.

A heavy percentage of my mail 
is from people who raise ber¬ 
ries—who want to know what 
to do in connection with Lo¬ 
ganberries and other cane fruit. 

Fail care of your berry bushes 
is highly important, to prepare 
the way for a heavy crop of 
berries next season. If you 
haven’t used Soil Sulphur 
around the berry bushes with¬ 
in a year, use SULFOTONE. 
The easiest way for me to tell 
you how much to use is to say 
use about 2% pounds to 100 
square feet. Some people plant 
their berry bushes along a bor¬ 
der of the garden, making their 
bed about 3 feet wide. Very 
well, then 2% pounds of Soil 
Sulphur would treat such a bed 
of berry bushes about 33 feet 
long. But if your berries are 
planted in a mass, then it is 
very easy to divide this berry 
patch into sections 10 feet long 
by 10 feet wide and use 2% 
pounds of SULFOTONE to each 
area of that size.

then, dig it in lightly, using a 
delicate pronged fork or some¬ 
thing that will not tear and 
destroy the fiber roots of your 
berry bushes.

They start to train 
the new growth immediately as 
it appears, feeling that Ihey 
keep it up off from tho ground 
and avoid much fungus in this 
way. So if you want to begin 
doing this in the fall, I think 
it is highly advisable. 

Your berry bushes should by 
all means have a clean-up 
spray during the fall with CAL-

The float was completed and 
ready to go at 7 p. m.—five 
hours ahead of schedule— 
thanks to the many capable 
volunteer workers, Mr. Morgan 
said.

The 
cheesecloth—150 yards of it— 
formed a protective netting, 
permitting the wind to go 
through but holding all the 
flowers in place. As a result, 
not one flower was lost. 

The float, escorted by two 
Pasadena motorcycle officers, 
left for the parade formation 
area at 5 p. m. 

Mr. Morgan said most of the 
“standbys” of other years were 
on hand Saturday and Sunday 
to help decorate the float, plus 
a few new faces. He said all 
worked hard, but singled out 
several for “extra praise:” 

David Darbyshire, Dorothy 
Underwood, George Norris, 
Frank Spencer, Henry Nuetzel, 
Vern Udell, and Frances Eak- 
man. Mrs. JohnWoehler was in 
charge of a group of 10 women 
who made sandwiches for float 
workers.

Sierra Madre Post, Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Here is the mayor's "Call to Arms:'' 

"We are, in all seriousness, facing the darkest hour in American 
history. We are confronted by an implacable foe who is deter¬ 
mined to destroy us as a nation. Our enemy is equipped with 
massive land armies, gigantic fleets of war planes and submar¬ 
ines of unusual power. But most disturbing of all, this enemy 
is supported in all countries with a highly organized .well- 
equipped and fanatical 'fifth column 1 now ready to engage in 
widespread sabotage and panic-inspiring activities in our own 
country. By means of this under-cover army of subversives, Rus¬ 
sia already has overpowered many nations. This group of 
renegade and traitorous Americans is ready to begin—on a sig¬ 
nal from Moscow—its terrifying operations here on our own 
home front. 

"Never have we had such an emergency. Never has there been 
such need for united defense in every city in America. We have 
no reason to assume that Sierra Madre is immune to this danger. 
"We have little time to train inexperienced recruits for this 
defense. Therefore, as mayor of Sierra Madre, I urge all Sierra 
Madre men, now in civilian life, who have had experience in the 
Army, the Navy, the Air Force, the Marines or other of our 
armed services, to immediately identify themselves with and to 
become—for the period of this emergency—a part of the 
Siera Madre company of the California Defense and Security 
Corps. In a time such as this every able-bodied man and woman 
in Sierra Madre must stand shoulder-to-shoulder for the defense 
of this community.
